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KINDERGARTEN 
ENROLLMENT 


New registrations in the kinder- 
gartens of the Codornices, Cornell 
and Marin schools of Albany are 
to be made on Thursday, Jan. 29, 
from 9:00 to 12:00, in the kinder- 
garten rooms of each school. No 
pre-registration is necessary for 
those children who attended kinder- 
garten in the Albany schools dur- 
ing the past semester. The first 
day of class for the new term will 
be on’ Monday, Feb. 2. 

All children who are registered 
in kindergarten for the first time 
must, according to State law, be 4 
years 6 months of age on or before 
Feb, 1; that is, they must have been 
born on or before August 1, 1943. 
Parents registering children in the 
kindergarten for the first time must 
present birth certificates or other 
proof of age.

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SCHOOL BOARD APPROVES|1%47 Digest of 
SWIMMING POOL PLANS 


Rec. Department 
Activities Read 


E. C. Blow, President of the Al- 
bany Park and Recreation Commis- | 
sion, submitted the annual Digest | 
of the Albany Recreation Depart-| 
ment’s activities for 1947 to the City 
Council and Board of Education on 
Monday night, Jan. 12. | 

The report showed that play- | 
ground attendance for the year 1947 
was 584,420, an increase of 262,015 
over the previous year. This in- 
crease, as pointed out by Edwin S. 
Howell, Superintendent of Recrea- 
tion for City and Schools, in his 
letter to the President of the Com- 
mission, is the result of an expand- 
ed recreation program to meet the 
community needs and the added re- 
sponsibility of providing a leisure- 
time program financed by the cities 
of Albany and Berkeley in the 
Codornices Village Federal Public 
Housing Project. 


Blow pointed out that nine super- 
vised playgrounds and recreation 
centers were operated during 1947 
providing a safe place for Albany 
boys and girls to play and take 
part in a variety of physical, social, 
and cultural activities. 





Basic information contained in 
the Digest showed that the Albany 
Pre-School Play Center, under the 
supervision of the Recreation De- 
partment, had a total registered at- 
tendance of 9,012 boys and girls, 
an increase of 313 over the previous | 
year and that 81 mothers contribut- 
ed 3,486 volunteer hours. The Pre- 
school Mothers Club contributed 
$2,299.03 for supplies and equipment 
and paid a portion of the pre-school 
director’s salary. 

The Albany Teen-age Center, lo- 
cated in the high school gymnasium, 
was supervised by the Department 
33 Saturday evenings. during the 
year with 2,996 boys and girls par- 
ticipating. Recently, the teen-age 
program was expanded to include 
Saturday mornings and afternoons 
and for 14 sessions, 2,280 boys en- 
joyed these facilities. 

Blow's letter to the City Council 
and Board of Education revealed 
that the demand for public service 
and for adequate facilities is a ma- 
jor problem facing the Commission 
in 1948. He stated that the Com- 
mission is looking forward to con- 
tinued expansion of the program 
and growth of its popularity with 
the residents and holds high hopes 
that ways and means may be work- 
ed out to meet the demands of citi- 
zens for expansion of playground 
facilities and the construction of an 
adequate community center build- 
ing in Albany. 

The Recreation Department pro- 
vided facilities and public service 
fo civic, fraternal and veterans or- 
ganizations, church groups, private 
and semi-private groups serving the 
youth of Albany. Many special 
events including a doll show, an 
Easter é¢gg hunt, Memorial Day and 
Fourth of July celebrations, Hol- 
loween and Christmas programs 
were directed by the Department 
supplementing the normal play- 
ground activities which were con- 
ducted after school, Saturdays, Sun- 
days and vacations during the year. 

The Digest contained improve- 
ments made in 1947 which included 
construction and remodeling of field 
houses at Memorial and Terrace 
Parks; installation of picnic tables; 
turfing and sand for the Parks; and 
recommendations for the future 
which were, the erection of a pub- 
lic community center building; the 
construction of new athletic facili- 
ties where baseball, basketball, foot- 
ball, softball, and track could be 
played under night lights; establish- 
ment of a playground, under leader- 
ship, on the west side of San Pablo 
Avenue in connection with the pro- 
posed Vista School; completion of 
resurfacing and construction of 
basketball and volleyball courts on 
Pomona Avenue adjacent to the 
Park recently closed for this pur- 
pose, 

The Report showed that the Cor- 
nell Playground attendance was 46,- 
404 boys, girls and adults; Marin 
Playground, 42,506; Memorial Park, 
179,710; Terrace Park, 30,995; Pre- 
school Center, 10,591; Codornices 
Playground and Community Cen- 
ter, 250,324; Teen-age Center, 2,- 
996; Special Events, 12,163; and 
Recreation Center Craft Room, 6,- 
451.
